Lack of Funds, Facilities 


e COMPTROLLER STAN HECK- 
MAN’S check-cashing committee 
presented a report to the Student 
Council Wednesday night which 
indicated no immediate hope for 
establishment of such a University 
service. 

On the basis of facts the com- 
mittee had gathered over the' past 
three or four months, it concluded 
that: 

1, A minimum amount of four 
thousand dollars would be 
needed to operate the service 
Sit the outset. For this pur- 
pose, Student Council doesn’t 
have enough money, and the 
University woudn’t consider

2. Personnel for administering 
the service could be employed 
from the student body, from 
service oragnizatlons on cam- 
pus, or from a group organ-

ning the check cashing oper- 
ation.

ever, that facilities in a fra- 
ternity house or • similar 
building could be retained. 

4. The passing of "bad checks" 
or similar activity could be 
effectively controlled by ap- 
"\ propriate " punitive measures 
taken by the University, in 
cooperation with local law 
enforcement authorities. 

Mr. Heckman went on to indi- 
cate that, although the conditions 
at present seem to preclude any 
possibility of establishing a check- 
cashing service in the near future, 
people are now aware of the re- 
quirements which must prevail be- 
fore any such service can be 
initiated. The committee, there- 
fore, recommended that incoming 
students be officially advised, 
either by the University or by the 
Student Council, of the check- 
cashing fend banking problems 
existing in Washington.

• JtAPPA ALPHA AND Acada 
social fraternities have officially 
suspended operations at the Uni- 
versity, effective February, fra- 
ternity spokesmen announced last 
week. 

The spokesmen cited dwindling 
membership and bad rush seasons 
for withdrawal of the local chap- 
ters. Both groups failed to gain 
any pledges during the fall rush 
season. In 1959, Acacia had one 
pledge, KA. had none. 

This is the third national fra- 
ternity to cease local chapter op- 
erations in recent years. Theta 
Delta Chi closed its local chapter 
in 1956. 


Chapters 

Acacia, founded locally in 1923, 
has been active on campus since 
1950, following its absence during 
World War II. Upon reactivation, 
the fraternity became one of the 
first fraternities on G street, when 
It moved to its present location 
at 2026 G street. 

Kappa Alpha suspended opera- 
tions 1953 but returned after a 
two-year lapse in 1955. 

In answer to a question about 
the possibility of a future activa- 
tion, spokesmen for both groups 
said there is a good chance of 
their reappearance.

Advocate, Dave Aaronson, sug- 
gested that Mr. Bergem table his 
resolution and moved that it be 
referred to a three-man committee 
whose task it would be to decide 
exactly what the basis for the 
resolution Is. The resolution was 
tabled and the motion made by 
Mr. Aaronson was passed. 

President Mead, however, ruled 
the resolution out of order on the 
basis that it called for intrusion 
into areas outside the Council's 
jurisdiction as defined in the Arti- 
cles of Student Government. Mr.

I have been Michael Feakins for 
a little over 24 years. Thus, it H 
hard to express the remorse I 
felt when, at registration, V dis- 
covered such was no longer the 
case. Due to the necessity of IBM 
Corp. placing a hole where the “k” 1 
in my name appears, I have be- 
come Fea Ins. It is useless to 
deny the ‘sentimental attachment 
I had for that particular k. In- 
deed, as an individual I feel com- 
pelled to paraphrase Daniel Web- 
ster: “ *Tis a small k, but there 
are those of us who love it.” I 
fully realize, however, that senti- 
ment should not stand in the way 
of progress of the University's 
registration system. It is for this 
reason, and to refute those foolish 
individuals who would allow senti- 
mental attachments to impede 
their support of progress, that I 
would like to list a few of the 
benefits which the student is like- 
ly to derive from the new system. 

Non-Entities 

1) One can hardly argue that 
the function of a modem educa- 
tional system is to produce name- 
less-entities. The new IBM ma- 
charie is marvelously adapted to 
this end, as the more observant 
readers have already noted. The 
effect of losing a k in my name 
is slight; Jjut examine the effect 
on others, since modem ethics de- 
cry considering only ourselves.

Certainly the benefits of being 
a number can hardly be disputed 
when one considers their im- 
portance to class reunions and 
University fund raising drives. 
Also, assuming they are in chrono- 
logical order, they could be used 
to tactfully determine the age of 
women graduates in later years. 
In any case the numbers are in- 
valuable for playing number poker 
while waiting in the additional 
lines created by the machine. 
Indeed, the only objection I can

At first it seemed that these 
groups were at last going to be organized, but now they seem 
to have hit an unexpected snag in having their constitutions 
approved. 

The CCP took the commendable attitude of working with 
the administration to obtain approval of these groups. The 
party appointed a committee to secure the cooperation of 
the administration. The president of the Student Council was 
a member of this committee which met with Doctors Faith 
and Kirkbride. In its report to the party the committee stated 
the conditions under which the Y-Ds and Y-Rs would be 
sanctioned by the administration. 

Committees were then formed by Interested parties to 
draft constitutions for these groups. These committees which 
included some of the most respected and responsible members 
of the student body tried to follow all the recommendations 
of the administration. After 'the constitutions were drawn 
up they were sent to Doctor Colclough to make sure they 
conformed to the wishes of 'the administration. The steering 
groups of the Y-Ds and Y-Rs gave permission to have any 
parts of the constitution revised, edited, added to, or removed. 

Certainly these groups could do no more to show that 
they were willing to cooperate and abide by the conditions the 
administration set down. 

The constitutions were sent to Dr. Colclough before the 
Christmas holidays. Since that time, the leaders of these 
groups have been told repeatedly that the constitutions were 
still with the president. 

We realize that the president is a busy man, and that 
many matters claim his attention, but we can’t help feeling 
the almost two months is enough time to go over these con- 
stitutions. If the constitutions are unsuitable they should be 
rewritten, but the Young Democrats and Republicans deserve 
better than to be pigeon-holed. > l

• SAMPLE COVERAGE of 
George Washington University 
opinion concerning the loyalty 
oath provisions of the National 
Defense Education Act has un- 
veiled no substantial trend. 

Views range from approval of 
the. provisions as both a matter of 
principle and practicality to disap- 
proval of their implications to the 
student’s integrity. 

Most of the statements ques- 
tioned the usefulness of the affi- 
davit but the loyalty oath has 
appeared acceptable at least out 
of custom. 

Students and professors seemed 
to feel, in general, that the nega- 
tive affidavit provision should be 
repealed allowing the oath to re- 
main. 

In no case was it actually stat- 
ed, however, that the University 
or the student should withdraw 
from the program and sacrifice its 
financial support on these princi- 
ples. 

Objections seem to be centered 
on the practicality of the affidavit 
in so much as a Communist would 
not hesitate to sign it as well as 
on the suspicion which both the 
affidavit and oath seem to cast on 
the American college student. 

Dr. James King, assistant pro- 
fessor of German, commented, 
"On one hand, a student whose 
loyalty is above question should 
not be reluctant to take such an 
oath. On the othqf, it is unfortu- 
nate that our future leaders now 
receiving higher education appar- 
ently have been marked as a sus- 
pect group.” 

Dr. Hugh LeBlanc, associate 
professor of political science, said, 
“I do not feel that the affidavit’s 
affirmation serves any useful pur- 
pose In that a person cannot owe 
allegiance to our government and 
be at the same time subversive to 
that government. It also singles 
out the student in a fashion which 
is upsetting to him. In view of the 
universities which have refused to 
participate in the scholarship pro- 
gram, it would seem wise, then, 
to repeal the offensive provisions 
of the get.” 

Dr. Elmer Louis Kayser, pro- 
fessor of European history and 
dean of University students, also 
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felt that the affidavit was redun- 
dant. “The second part of the act 
includes the first making the for- 
mer (the affidavit) superfluous. 

Don Evick, president of the 
Adams Hall dormitory council, 
stands strongly opposed to the af- 
fidavit. "The negative affidavit is 
an insult to the integrity of the 
American student. As an Ameri- 
can citizen, tf>e student’s alle- 
giance does not differ from that 
of the businessman or the farmer, 
both of whom are subsidized by 
the government. Why then should 
the student be suspected as sub- 
versive?” 


Robert Aleshire, university de- 
bater, however, is in favor of the 
act as it is. "I think that the oath 
and affidavit are wholly justifiable 
in the face of the Communists’ 
aim to destroy democracy. 

"The Russian state subsidizes 
students to a great extent and ex- 
acts from them absolute political, 
economic and social obedience. 
Thus, when the American govern- 
ment subsidizes students with the 
money of American taxpayers, it 
has a right to exact adherence to 
the democratic principles and to 
withhold public support from

those who would support the Com- 
munists’ way of Jife." 

Again, in reference to the affida- 
vit, J. P. Donely, General Motors 
scholar, stated, ‘‘If a person is 
truly American, these few words 
will not hinder his freedom of 
thought that much. If he is sub- 
versive, or a dedicated Commu- 
nist, the small affidavit will not 
stop him. As has been shown by 
Mr. Van Doren, a man's word has 
little value any more and no one 
seems to care. It doesn't accom- 
plish the government’s purpose, 
but why 'should a student object 
to signing It?" 

Lastly, BUI Daly, University de- 
bater, added, "In the first place, 
I think the government certainly 
has a right to attach these con- 
tingencies to Its grants of money. 
The oath Itself, from the govern- 
ment's point of view, is useless 
because It wouldn’t prevent a 
Communist from taking It. 

"Finally, however, I don’t see 
why anyone should be offended in 
being aksed to take such an oath. 
After all, we are required to take 
an oath when entering military 
service or when applying for vir- 
tually any type of governmental 
employment."
